H OMER compoled and fung his Poems as he wandred up 


and down from one City to another ; whence ſeverall pieces of 

them wereleft in ſeverall places, but the whole he left at his death 
with Creophylus at Samus : ( reophylus tranſmitted them to his Poſterity,by 1. 5: 
whom they were privately kept, untill Lycurgus the Lacedemonian com- 
ing thither,and obſerving that they were not lefle full of Prudence and 


| Learning, then pleaſant and recreative, tranſcribed them and carryed 


them home with him ( for as yetthe fame of thoſe Verſes was obſcure ...... .. 
amongſt the Gracians, and tew there were who had any of them, they 77," 
being diſperſed onely by ſeverall pieces) out of Fonia to Peloponneſus. 
By this means the Grecians received all the parts of Homers Works . 
yet not digeſted into order, but confuledly in ſeverall pieces, under dif-

What was ſo well begun by Solon, Pifiſtratus finiſhed , who obtzin- 
ing the ſupream Authority of eAthens in the fourth year of the fifty 
eighth Olympiad ; and being deſirous to eternize his own tame,defign-",.,,...,, 
ed to effect 1t by recovering the Works of Homer,and committing them 72%; 
to Writing ; for they were in great danger of beingloſt : one man per- v7, 71 
haps bad gotten a hundred Verſes, another athoufand ;: angther two 
hundred, others as many asthey could lightupon in fine, the Poem it 
elf was'torn in pteces and almoſt irrecoverably loſt. + Pitratws in pur- 
ſuit of his deſign, cauſed Proclamation to:be made, That whoſoever 
| e through-

throughout all CFreece had any Verſes of Homer, it they brought them 
' to him they ſhould receive a ſet rate (which was an Ot olus ) tor every 
Verſe: Hereupon all they that had any brought them 1n, and every one 
received the promiſed reward without any exception; he diſmiſt not 
any unſatisfied, though they brought the fame Verſes which others 
had brought before, but payd them the ſame price allo ; for it often hap- 
pened that amongſt them he found ſome Verſes more or different from 
the former; upon which incouragement ſome inſerted and brought 
tf Verſes of their own, which were afterwards marked with an * Obelick. 
Len. ws, DPifiſtratus having by this means gotten together all the pieces, ſum- 
moned ſeventy Grammarians, aſs;igning them a Reward ſuitable to per- 
ſons of their Learning and Worth, and delivered to cach of them a Co- 
py of all the Verſes which he had received; requiring that each of them 
apart, ſhould, according as he thought beſt, reduce them into an entire 
body. When theyhad all performed their tasks ſeverally,Piftratus called 
_ - them together, and cauſed every one to give a particular accompt of his 
own compoſure; and out of them all, they made choice of one, which 
they conceived to be the beſt : and ſince ſome of them who brought the 
Verſesto Piſiſtratus, had, as we ſaid, to get the more money, inſerted 
many Verſes of their own, even this alſo appeared manifeſt to the Re- 
viſors; yet would they not caſt thoſe Verſes out, by reaſon of the ule 
that might be made of them, but marked them with an Obelick, as 
unworthy of the Poet. 

Hipparchus, the eldeſt Son of Pifiſtratus, ſucceeded his Father, as well 
in his care to preſerve Homer, as in the Kingdom, for he ordered that 
bis Poems ſhould be ſung at the Panathenzan Feſtivall. In his time it was 
-.04. that Cinzthus of Chios,a Grammarian (who flouriſh't in the (ixty ninth Olym- 
tes.r. . piad) firſt rehearſed the Poems of Aomer in order, at Syracuſz , but after- 

; wards the diſciples and followers of Cynzthus much depraved the Text, in- 
ſerting many Verſes of their own. _ 

This inconvenience had proved no lefle dangerous to the Writings 
of Homer then the former, had not Ariſtotle redreſt it by an exact correcti- 
on of his Ilads, which he preſented to Alexander as the moſt excellent Pat- 
tern of military Vertue : Strabo ſaith, That Alexander himſelf,cogether with 

| (Caliſthenes and eAnaxarchus, laboured in the correQtion of this Work : 

this Book he took along with him in his expedition into eAfia, and made 

zi. 29. his conſtant companion ; inſomuch, that he put it every night, with his 
dagger, under hispillow; andin a victory over Darius, having taken a 

Casket of Unguents,of extraordinary value, amongſt the ſpoils of Dari- 

us, (made of a Reed or Cane) beſet with Pearls and precious ſtones, 

his friends telling him how many uſes it might be put to, becauſe Un- 

guents did not become a Souldier, Yes, ſaith he, it ſhall [erve to keep the 

Books of Homer, that the moſt precious Work may be kept in the richeſt

No lefle ftudious of Homer was ( afſander, King of Macedonia, who, 
as Atheneus affirms, had a great part of his Verſes by heart, and kept by him, 
written with his own hand, both the Iliads and Odyſſes, which words of 
Athenaus ſome interpret, as if Caſſander had laboured in the correction 
of Homers Text; in like manner as Alexander and Ariſtole. 

The ſame attempt of reſtoring Homer was in the time of Ptolomy the 
firſt (as Suidas relates) undertaken by Zenodotus of Epheſus, a Poet and 
Grammarian,diſciple of Philetas, and Keeper of the Library of Alexan- 
dria, Tutor to the Sons of Prolomy. - 

About the ſame time, or not long after, Aratus made another Edition 
of the Odzſſes, called from him, The Aratean Correftion ; ſore adde that 
he went into Syria, where he lived with eAntiochus, and at his defire cor- 
rected the Ihads alſo, which had by many been exceedingly depraved. 

Another Edition by Ariſtophanes of Byzantium, diſciple of Zenodotus 
and Callimachus 15 mentioned by Sudazs,termed, T he Ariſtophanean Editios. 

But Ariſtarchus, Son of Ariſtarchus, by birth a Samothracian, but made 
free of Alexandria, diſciple of Ariſlophanes, nothing ſatisfied with the 
Edition of his Maſter, did 1n the time of Prolomeus Philometor (whoſe 
ſecond Son,Prolomie Euergeres he taught,in the hundred fifty ſixth Ohm- 
piad) anew correct the Works of Homer, and reſtore them to their pri- 
mitive purity and ſplendor. This was termed, The Ariſtarchean Edition: 
by ſome reprehended: Ptolomeus of eAſcalon wrote a Book concerning jet. Abe, 
it ; and Zenodotus of Alexandria was required to give his opinion con- ** 
cerning the Homericall Verſes rejected by Ariflarchns,but ſo generally was 
this Edition approved by the Ancients, that thoſe Verſes which he re- 
jected were not admitted to be genuine,and ſuch as were judicious cen- 
ſurers of other mens Works, were called Ariſtarchi. This ſeems to be 
that Edition which we have.

Then alſo in his full brightnefle ſhined the m$6ſt noble and, without 
compariſon, the matchleſle Wit of Homer , who both for the greatneſle 
of his Work, and clearnefle of his Verſes, did alone deſerve to be called 
a Poet, In whomthis is moſt glorious, that neither was there before him 
any one for him to imitate, nor after him any found that could imitate 
him. Nor ſhall we find any other beſides Homer and eArchilochus, who 
was the firſt Author of his own Work, thatdid therein reach to an abſo- 
late perfection. He was longer after the Trgan War,of which he wrote, 
then ſome ſuppoſe; for he flouriſhed almoſt nine hundred and fifty years 
fince, was born within theſe thouſand years'; for which cauſe it is not to 


be wondred at, that he often uſeth that,

Therefore as Aratus thoyghe fit tor begin from Jupiter, Io we conceive 
that we may begin belt from Homer; for he (as humlelf ſaith, that Rivers 
and Fountains have their begining from the Ocean)gave pattern and rife 
co all the parts of Rhetorick;in great things none exceeded him fox beight, 
in ſmall for propriety; Luxuriant and cloſe, ſweet and ſoltd, adnurable 
both for $0 and brevity : moſt eminent not onely-in Poetry, but 


Oratory : For (not'to inſtance in prailes,exhortations,conſolations) doth 
not that one Book in which is contained the Embaſly to Achilles, or the 
conteſt betwixt the two Commanders inthe firſt,or the Sentences ſpoken 
in the ſecond, manifeſt all the Arts of Contentions and Councils Both 
kinds of paſsions, as well the quiet asthe violent,there isnoman ſo unlear- 
ned but muſt acknowledge that this Author had at his command : Be- 
ſides, inthe begining of either Work, hath he not in a few Verſes (I ſay 
not obſerved but) ordained the rule of Proems © for he renders his Audi- 
tor benevolent, by invoking the Goddeſſes believed the Patroneſles of Po- 
ets ; attentive, by propoſing the greatnefle of the Subject ;and intelligent 
by a ſummary eaſily comprehended. Who can relate more ſuccindtly then 
he that brings the news of Patroclus's death * Who more expreſly then he 
that recounts the Battell betwixtthe Guretes and the Ztolians ? Now as for 
Similitudes, Amplifications, Examples, Digreſsions, ſigns of things, argu- 
ments, and the like, proving nd of theſe there are ſo many, 
that even they who have written of theſe Arts, take moſt of their teſtimo- 
nies from this Poet. For what Epilpgue can equall the prayers of Priam 
petitioning Achilles * What © in words,ſentences,figures, in the diſpoſition 
of the whole Work doth he not exceed the bound of humane wit * So 
that he muſt bea great man, not who emulates him, which is impolsible, 
but who underſtands him : But doubtleſle in this,and in all other kinds of

Stoves mel; wilaras x; xoCeis Farphzelles, all the Heathen Gods are obſerved go minde much their bellies, delighting in the Steame 
and Nidor of Sacrifices and Libations. (7) 7#piter is taken for the ſame God with the Sun, who is fed with the water of the Ocean, 
it being aſſerted by Naturaliſts, That all hear is nouriſhed by moyſture. By the Gods who accompanyed him, is underſtood the 
Stars, which are rapt together with the Sun, by the motion of the Primmum obile, from Eaſt to Weft. Or elſe by thoſe Gods are 
meant the Signes of the Zodiack, and by the :tve/frb ( upon which 7upiter and the Gods returned ) Macrobine underſtands, nor 
dayes but hours, the Sun then again appearing in our Orizon ; and that by 7»piter here is meant the Sun, appears bythat paſſage of 
Plato in his Phedrus , Jupiter, ves he, that great Commander, driving his winged Chariot, ſurvazes the Univerſe, and provides or 
all things, the Militiaof Gods and Demons following him in twelve Squadrons or diviſions, E'cie, the Earth or Veſta ſolely remaining imn 
moveable in all the Family o the Gods: At this Feaſt, which was onely a Sacrifice,they took Foves Image,or Apolles,or one rather made 
up of both, from out of the City Heljepolss, and carryed it ( with twelve more ) in proceſſion abou certaine places of Zybia. 
This Image was of Gold, with a ſmoth Chin, his right hand raiſed and armed with a Whip, like a Charioteer about to firike, with a 
Thunder-bolt and eared Corne in his left, intimating the aſſociated influence of Sol and Zapiter. To this Image thoy reſorted, as to 
an Oracle, as appears by that Story of Trajan in Macrobims: He being about . his laſt Parthian Expedition, was adviſed to confulr 
this Oracle, but miſdoubting ſome cheat orimpoſture, ſent aLetter ſealed ( which was the uſuall manner of ſuch their application, 
as adviſed with that Oracle at diſtance ) which being preſented, the God call'd to his Prieſt for Paper, commanding it to be ſealed 
and ſent to Tr4jan, asit was, blank ; which being delivered, he openingit and finding no Contents, perceives he was met with 
in his owne way, he havingfent no other then a clean Sheet : whereupon diſpatching another to know his ſucceſſe in that War, and 
whether he ſhould returne in ſafty to Rowe, the Oracle for anſwer ſent him a Centurions Viney Rod, broken in two peices, the mean- 
ing of which appeared not till Tyajaxs relicks were tranſported to Rome, it being then obvious toall, that the fragments predicted his 
diſſolution, and the Vineit ſelfe the time of it, Y;z. Autumne.
